F o rty o f T liem A llow Two M en to R ob a 
T rain. 
S t. L ocis, December 12th.—The particu­ 
lars of the train robbery yesterday near 
Bellevue, Tex., are that three robbers, who 
were unm asked and made no ellbrt at con­ 
cealment, arrived at the water tank a few 
m inutes before the train. 
W hen the train 
arrived one of the robbers, with a drawn 
pistol, ordered engineer Ayers and his fire­ 
m an and O. G. Miller, anoiher engineer, 
who was riding iu the cab, to alight, which 
they did. 
He then marched them some 
thirty feet from tbe train and “ went 
through” them , taking all the valuables 
they had. 
W hile this was going on the 
other two men went through the train. 
It 
appears that one of the passengers in the 
rear car, who was looking out the window 
and saw tire operation with the train men, 
divining the situation, went into the for­ 
ward cars and notified the other passengers 
of what was going ou, and told them to se­ 
crete their money. 
This they did in va­ 
rious ways, giving most of their diamonds 
to several ladies aboard. Miss Kate Haas, 
of Fort W orth, took charge of $3,000 and 
other valuables. Mrs. Chambers, of I’otts- 
dam, N. Y., received $5,000 and some dia­ 
monds, and Mrs. W ittick, of Carthage, 
took her husband’s gold watch and several 
hundred dollars. Mrs. W ittick was greatly 
incensed at the proceedings, and boldly 
stood up in the car and asked if forty men 
were going to tamely subm it to such an 
outrage at the hands of two highwaymen. 


ABOUT $12,000

MONEY 
AND $4,000 
WORTH OF DIAMONDS 
And other valuables were left by tbe rob­ 
bers in their haste to get through the train, 
and because they did not search tbe ladies. 
They were evidently novices in the busi­ 
ness, and went away with the paltry sum 
of $105, three gold watches, ten silver 
watches, five revolvers and one gold ring. 
The robbers left the train at the rear enil 
of the sleeper, m ounted horses standing 
near by and rode rapidly away. The train 
was then hurried on to Bellevue, where 
telegrams were sent to 
Superintendent 
Frost, at Fort W orth, who immediately re­ 
plied, offering $250 reward for each robber, 
and in less than an hour five posses of 
officers and citizens were in pursuit.

St. Louis, December 12th.—Superintend­ 
ent Connors was 0 11 the train, having in 
charge two deserters, with a guard of five 
negro soldiers of the Twenty-fourth A rtil­ 
lery. 
Mr. Conners commanded the sol­ 
diers to draw their revolvers and fight the 
robbers, lu t several of the passengers op­ 
posed this so strongly and pleaded so earn­ 
estly in behalf of the women and children 
on board, that the Superintendent reluct­ 
antly yielded, and when the robbers reached 
the soldiers and demanded their weapons 
they quietly gave them up.

W ash in g to n , December 12th.—The m em ­ 
bers of the California delegation are con­ 
sidering what can be done to prevent King 
Kalakaua from negotiating a loan of $2,- 
000,C00 abroad, and it is believed the sub­ 
ject has already received some considera- 
ation by the Secretary of State. The views 
expressed by the President in his message, 
advising a continuance of our treaty rela­ 
tions with the Hawaiian Islands, meets the 
approbation of members of tire delegation, 
and they believe that Cleveland would veto 
any resoluuon for the abrogation of the 
treaty. 
The attention of Senators and 
Ilepresentatives 
has 
been directed 
by 
message to the political importance of pre­ 
serving close relations with the Hawaiian 
Government. 
Should Kalakaua borrow 
$2.000.000 from citizens ot England or Ger­ 
many, pledging the revenues ot the Islands 
for the payment of the loan, it is consid­ 
ered certain that both, or either, of these 
Governments would, if necessary, seize the 
islands to compel paym ent of the debt. 
T his is a possibility that the A dm inistra­ 
tion cannot contemplate without alarm . 
W hile powerless to prevent the Hawaiian 
Government from borrowing money from 
whomsoever will lend it, it \vould notallow 
any foreign power to siize the Islands or 
assume a protectorate over them, to satisfy 
the claims of foreign creditors. 
Members 
of the California delegation thick that the 
only way the difficulty cari be ftret is by 
arousing such public sentim ent through 
the press as will notify foreign capitalists 
that they cannot expect their claims to be 
enforced by tbe Governments of which 
they are citizens, w ithout provoking the 
peremptory opposition of the United States.

N e w Y o r k . Deccmher 12th—The Trib­ 
une's Búllalo special of December 11th 
says: Alfonso King, the water-walker, suc­ 
ceeded to-day in half crossing the torrent 
in the Niagara gorge below tbe lulls, but 
was overset and neirlv drowned in the 
"boilers.” 
King wore a pair of “goldfish,” 
as he calls them , an evening dress suit and 
a tall hat. 
The fish are of zinc, thirty 
inches long, eight inches wide and nine 
inches high. The feel slip down in them 
through holes in the top, and when in the 
water the queer supports are so much sub­ 
merged as to resemble goldfishes. On still 
water King says that he can w alk three 
miles an hour. 
An attem pt to cros3 the 
gorge was mode on a wager of $150 a side 
by Henry Webb, a theatrical manager, and 
Thomas Rowe, a New York politician. To 
win it was necessary for King to walk at 
least 100 feet on tlie surface of the stream, 
which distance he made, with 200 feet 
more, in a quarter of an hour. 
Some reporters in a rowboat accompanied 
the water pedestrian to pick him np in case 
lie cipsiztsi. 
King made slow progress 
across the channel, and when near the cen­ 
ter, where the currents come together, he 
got into an eddy which churned up from 
below and twisted the “ goldfish” around 
until he was thrown off his feet and cap­ 
sized. The venturesome man was rescued 
and again essayed to m ake the trip, but 
this time the eddies made even quicker 
prey of him tiian before anil he was pnlled 
into the boat. 
Despite the failure King 
persisted in trying again, but the reporters 
did not want a corpse on their bands and 
they took him ashor e. Tbe start bad been 
made from the Canada side from tbe Maid 
of tire Mist landing, for Superintendent 
W alsh, of the State Reservation, would not 
let tbe feat be attem pted from this side of 
the river. 
King was wet to tbe skin, but 
game. 


SHOCKING 
C R IM E. 


A W om an M urdered for th e V alue of 
H e r Corpse. 
B altimore, December I2th.—Early Fri­ 
day evening a negro man brought to Mary­ 
land University, on Lombard street, the 
bodv of a white woman and left it with 
Anderson Perry, the colored janitor, say­ 
ing he would call again for $15, the price 
agreed upon. The body was taken to be 
prepared for keeping until needed for dis­ 
section, but it eras I'uund that tbe head was 
horribly 
crushed, and there were two 
wounds in the left breast. The police were 
at once notified. 
Yesterday a post-mortem 
exam ination 
was 
made. 
A physician 
stated positively that the wounds were made 
after death, leaving the inference that it 
was a simple case of bodv-snatching, and 
that the work bad been done by a novice. 
To-day, b.owever. the body was identified 
as that ot Em ily Brown, a woman of SO 
years old. who for the past six m onths had 
been boarding with a colored family in the 
western section of tbe city. She was of 
dissipated habits, and lived by begging. 
She was at her borne three boors before her 
body was brought to the University, and it 
¡3 now evident timi she was brutally m ur­ 
dered for tbe price her body would bring 
f ir use on tbe dissecting table. 
Perry, tbe 
janitor, who received tbe body, denied he 
ever saw the woman, but he is known to 
have been a boarder at thesarne house, and 
to have eaten breakfast, w ith list on the 


m orning of the m urder. H e was to-day 
arrested as accessory to the crime. 


D EADLY COAL GAS. 


A F am ily A sphyxiated by It in an Illin o is 
T ow n. 
C hicago, December 12th.—Mrs. McClure 
and her grown daughter and son were 
asphyxiated by coal gas last night at their 
residence in 
the 
suburbs 
of 
Maple­ 
wood. They closed all the doors and win­ 
dows tightly on retiring, aud forgot to re­ 
place the stove-lid after replenishing the 
fire. 
Mrs. McClure appeared to have tullen 
senseless while trying to get out to the 
open air. 
H er daughter lay lifeless across 
a chair a few feet from her' bed. The son, 
during a half stupefied search for the knob 
of the door, which, if opened, would have 
given them fresh air, fainted and died. 


E d u c a tin g A lask an In d ian s. 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 12th. — J. B. 
Riley. Superintendent of Indian Schools, 
has made his annual report to the Secretary 
of tire Interior. 
In relation to Alaska, 
Riley says: 
A contract for the fiscal year 
was made with the Board of Commissions 
of the Presbyterian Church for the educa­ 
tion and care of 100 pupils at a rate of $135 
per annum , in their Industrial School at 
Sitka. The average attendance during the 
year was 74. All reports from the school 
indicate that it is in a flourishing condi­ 
tion, and doing good work among the In ­ 
dians of Alaska. During the current fiscal 
year contracts have been made witli tbe 
Buard of H om e Missions of the Presby­ 
terian Church for a continuance of the 
school at Sitka, and with the Thlinket 
Academy at Fort W rangel. Contracts for 
two day schools, one at Sitka and one at 
Juneau, have also been m ade w ith the 
Bureau of Catholic Indian Missions. These 
contracts will, if the schools have their full 
compliment of pupils, exhaust the appro­ 
priation of $20,000 for educating Indian 
pupils in Alaska. 
In the Act providing for a civil Govern­ 
m ent in Alaska, approved May 17,1884, the 
sum of $25,000 was appropriated for educa­ 
tion in Alaska, and $150,000 for Indian 
education in Alaska. This am ount was 
E 
laced on the books of the Indian Office, 
ut on March 3, 1885, upon request of the 
Secretary of the Interior, the appropriation 
of $25,000 was taken from the books of the 
Indian Office and placed to the credit of 
tbe Bureau of Education. This money 
has been disbursed through that Bureau. 
Congress has appropriated for the current 
fiscal year $15,000 for education in Alaska, 
to be disbursed through the bureau, and 
$20.000 for the support and education of 
Indian pupils in Alaska. 
I respectfully 
suggest 
that 
more m ight 
be accom­ 
plished for the cause of education in 
Alaska if the money appropriated for 
educational 
purppses should 
be under 
the control of one Bureau of the Interior 
or Department. In California there are 
about 0,500 Indians who are not under any 
Agent. 
Land should be apart and an in ­ 
dustrial school established for them . They 
are homeless wanderers in tire land of their 
forefathers. A school at Fort Y um a was 
opened May 11, I88G, and the principal 
chief of the Yuntas, Pasqual.who had been 
reported as opposed to education, showed 
his appreciation of the educational lacili- 
ties provided by bringing in sixty-live chil­ 
dren on the first day. W illi some improve­ 
m ent to buildings tire school can be made 
to accommodate 500 pupils. It is suggested 
that graduates of reservation schools of 
southern California and western Arizona 
could be profitably ssnt there lor advanced 
instruction. 
C liance for S oldier Boys to Show T h eir 
P roficiency. 
W a sh in g to n , December 12th.—Citizens 
of W ashington Laving subscribed a guar­ 
antee fund of $50,000 to insure tbe pay­ 
m ent of prizes and expenditures for a na­ 
tional drill and encampment, the Executive 
Committee now gives notice that such drill 
and encampment will begin in W ashington 
on the 23d of May, 1887, and will end on 
Decoration Day, May 30th. Entries will be 
open to the regular arm y and organized 
volunteer m ilitia of the United States for 
competition as regiments, battalions, or 
companies in infantry, artillery, cavalry 
and zouave tactics, and alsu to regularly 
organized corps of cadets from m ilitary or 
university schools. The prizes offered the 
competitors aggregate $20,500, of which 
$10,500 will be distributed among the best 
five companies in the country, as follows: 
First prize, $5,000 : second, $2,-500 ; third, 
$1,500 ; fourth, $1,000; fifth, $500. 
The object of this national drill i s : 
“First, as an incentive to tbe advancement 
end proficiency in the science of arm s of 
tbe citizen soldiers of the Union, through 
emulation and friendly competition on the 
common ground of our National Capital; 
and second, the massing of representative 
men comprised in the volunteer organiza­ 
tions in fraternal associations of a camp 
where they may better appreciate each 
other and learn m utual reliance, should the 
national reserves ever be called to stand 
shoulder to shoulder in defense of tbe 
common country.” Commanders of regi­ 
ments, battalions and companies of all 
arm s are invited to correspond w ith tire 
committee, of which T. C. De Leon is Sec­ 
retary. 
C oncerning H y d rau lic M ining. 
W a sh in g to n , December 
12th.—Repre­ 
sentative Louttit is preparing a bill pro­ 
viding for the appointm ent of a Commis­ 
sion of Government engineers to exam ine 
the subject of hydraulic m ining in Califor­ 
nia, and ascertain whether it is not possible 
to dispose of the debris without injuring 
other property. Mr. Louttit thinks that 
California needs the gold that could be ob­ 
tained from the m ines in the m ountains by 
the hydraulic process if it can be mined 
w ithout injury to other property. 
His bill 
establishes a Commission of United States 
engineers, who are instructed to m ake a 
thorough investigation of the m atter and 
report. 
C alifornia L and G rants. 
W a sh in g to n , December 12th.—W ith re­ 
spect to tbe forfeited lands in California, 
the Secretary of the Interior has concurred 
in the recommendation of the Commis­ 
sioner that toe opening of said lands to 
purchase should be deferred for the equita­ 
ble determ ination of the rights ol the 
Southern Pacific Railroad to those lands 
lying w ithin the common lim its of two 
roads, a grant to the two companies hav­ 
ing been made by the same Act.

a s h in g t o n , December 12tb.—Inform a­ 
tion received here from a United States 
official at Crefeld, Germany, gives the re­ 
sult of a test of a new gun made by K rupp 
for the German Government. Tb'e weight 
of this piece of ordnance is 118 tons, in 
firing which 840 pounds of powder are used, 
and it sends a shot weighing nearlv two 
tons through thirty-eight inches of solid 
iron at a distance of over half a mile. H err 
Krupp was bound, under his contract, to 
fire éightv-two rounds at his own expense 
in testing the weapon. This cost him in 
the neighborhood of $50,000. The test 
proved eutirely satisfactory, and shows the 
folly of attem pting to build armored vessels 
strong enough to resist such engines of war 
as this. 
A N otable D eath . 
London. December 12tb.—By the death 
of M inghetti, the Italian Prim e Minister, 
Depretis, loses bis most dangerous rival 
and the Vatican one of its most bitter ad­ 
versaries.

King Victor Em m anuel to Berlin in 1873, 
and it was on that occasion, in the midst 
of a slate dinner. “ Re Gallantuomo ” (the 
name given to Victor Em m anuel for his 
intrepidity at the battle of Palestro ami for 
his valor on ail occasions) turned to his 
imperial host and said: 
" I f it had not 
been for that gentleman (pointing to M in­ 
ghetti) I should have declared war against 
you in 1870. Feelings of gratitude impelled 
me to go to the assistance of Napoleon H I. 
after Sedan, bnt M inghetti pressed me so 
much to abstain therctrom that 1 gave way. 
I am very glad now th at 1 did so.”

R eco rd -U n io n : I have been asked 
to give my experience in growing oranges 
in the foothills of Placer county. To do 
this, I m ust go over much old ground, for 
nry experience is duplicated all around me, 
and the facts that have come under my ob­ 
servation are common property to alt m y 
neighbors. But these things, well known 
as they are here, will be news to m any of 
our Eastern friends, who, misled bv the 
term " Northern 
California,” picture to 
themselves a country like Maine or Ver­ 
mont, if not Alaska or Greenland. Now. I 
should like to inform my Eastern friends 
that for two hundred miles long ami ten to 
twenty miles wide, at an elevation of from 
1U0 to 1,000 feet above the sea, we have a 
clim ate for which “ tem perate” is too cold 
a term, a few light frosts in winter, a long 
dry sum m er, with no cold blasts from the 
crean to bring fogs drifting over our lands, 
filling the air with moisture and putting 
Bostonians in m ind of their easterly winds, 
that defy the thickest of clothing, and go 
through to the bones of tbe fattest. I have, 
in Los Augeies, been forced to go to bed to 
get warm, as there was no fire in the hotel, 
as it was supposed to be sum m er time. But 
to return to 


MY ORANGE ORCH ARn. 
Fifteen years ago my health compelled 
me to give up my practice of medicine, and 
I looked carefully over our fair State for 
the locality in which 1 could most speedily 
recover my lost health. Tiie result of my 
personal search and inquiries led mo to 
settle in Placer county, about one thousand 
feet above tbe sea. and better air, water, 
prospect and equable tem perature could 
not be found anyw here that I know of. 
The hill located on was covered w ith 
granite rocks, m any ot them partially de­ 
composed. and the rtd soil between them 
rich in potash and iron, proved very fertile 
and so stim ulating to vegetable growth that 
I have freqently sent the first raspberries of 
the season to the San Francisco m arket. 
As I intended my place to be a sort of hor­ 
ticultural experiment. I procured tl e btst 
varieties of all kinds of fruit trees likely 
to grow and prosper under tbe rircurn- 
stances in which they would tic place»]. 
Among the trees I planted some lincorunge 
aud lemon, which were old enough to bear 
the second year. I had enough oranges to 
assure nre that this was 


TH E HOME o r TH E CITRUS FR U IT. 
From this small beginning I have gone on 
buying a few trees and growing others 
fro'm seed, and afte-rwards budding them , 
until I shall pick this year about 10,000 
oranges from a very smail píete of land. 
All my bearing trees woulei stand on a 
piece of ground very little, if any, larger 
than an acre. A t tbe lowest rate at which 
oranges have been sold, how m uch is that 
an acre? That this clim ate is exactly 
suited to the growth in perfection of tbe 
citrus fruits lias been amply proved by ex­ 
perience, and the reasons, therefore, are 
not far to seek. The orange trees do not 
blossom with us until after the frosts are 
over, and front the tim e of Moesoming to 
tbe tim eof ripeningthereB renoalternations 
of low tem perature to check tbe ripening 
of the fruit, consequently our r ranges are 
generally ripe two m onths before those 
from tiie southern, 
part of the State. 
Furtherm ore, the oranges of the soutbern 
section of the State have not the rich flavor 
of ours—a fact which the sacharometer 
will prove better than assertion. 
This hasty article is written especially 
for our Eastern friends. For all in this State 
I would say come to the Citrus Fair, and if 
all I say, and ten times more, is not proved, 
then discredit all 1 have written.

THE CITRUS FAIR—OUR DUTY 
CERNING IT. 
CON- 


The proof of all things practical must be 
evolved under the test of the senses and 
by experiment. The people of Central 
and northern California have had much to 
say of the adaptability of large portions of 
the territory to the culture of citrus fruits. 
Last year, upon the spur of the momeut, 
with no adequate idea of what they could 
do, they opened in this city a Citrus Fair 
exhibition. It was hastily got together, 
and was by no means as fully representa­ 
tive as it could have been made. 
But it was the first effort, and we hazard 
nothing in saying that the most surprised 
people of all who saw it were the residents 
of the sections named—not the strangers. 
T he latter had heard so much of the won­ 
ders of California that they could very 
well accept what was presented without 
inore than the usual expressions of sur­ 
prise. But the people of Central and 
northern California had done so little 
missionary work for their own regions, 
th at they had no adequate conception of 
the real capability of their home section. 
They were more than astonished, there­ 
fore, at their own exhibition. 
That fair proved a wonderfully potent 
influence in arousing our people to a true 
sense of the duty they owe to the com­ 
m unity in which they live. They have, as 
a result, gathered themselves for strong 
and unrelaxing effort in making their 
section of country properly 
known 
abroad. 
Among the first steps is 
the holding of a second citru3 fair 
which, 
it 
is 
anticipated, 
will 
be 
in a few days forwarded bodily to Chicago, 
as an Eastern mid-winter proof of the verity 
of the claims made for northern and Cen­ 
tral Calfornia, and as « flat rebuke to the 
mendacious statements which have lieen 
made concerning the whole central and 
upper portion of the State. 
The second Citrus Fair opens in this city 
to-day, and, from the glimpses had of it 
in embryo, it can safely he pronounced an 
emphatic suecess as an exhibition in the 
Erst place, and as a demonstration in the 
second. It is held at a season when such 
an event in southern California is impos­ 
sible. It proves the earlier market date 
of our citrus fruits, and establishes our 
claims of marketing without possible 
rivalry on the part of the southern growers. 
It proves fully the capacity of the central 
and northern counties to grow for the market 
these fruits, in addition to the decid­ 
uous fruits: Oranges, lemons, dates, figs, 
olives, persimmons, etc., besides almonds 
and all manner of nuts. And it proves 
thoroughly the fine quality of our raisins, 
wines and all cured fruits. 
The chief attraction of California to the 
Eastern man is its clim ate; land good and 
yielding to his demand can he had else­ 
where, but it is that “ atoji the soil ” which 
he seeks who escapes the rigors of Eastern 
winters. Show him, as we do to-day, the 
fruit that will grow only in the equable 
and semi-tropic climate, and we give him 
undeniable aud conclusive evidence of the 
character of the climate where the product 
was grown and harvested. We deal in cli­ 
mate in Central and northern California; 
it is the chief thing we have for sale, prior 
to the product of the soil. Climafc; above 
the soil is the advantage and chief value 
o f the land. Add to this, however, land 
more abundant aud certain in product, 
more easily tilled and at less cost, and we 
have a double claim u¡x>n the «ousidera- 
tion of the home-seeker. 
The Citrus Fair in Deeemlier in Sacra­ 
mento, w;th its wealth of semi-tropicíl 
fruits, is, therefore, the very licst local 
means of informing the stranger with us 
ot the actual character of the climate we 
have for sale, and along with which we 
throw in the land. It is, therefore, greatly 
to lie desired that the people of Sacramento 
liberally patronize the fair aud put just as 
many dollars and dimes into the cash-box 
of the Fair Association as is possible, in 
order to stimulate the public-spirited citi­ 
zens who compose it to further endeavors, 
and to give them assurance that in all 
work of this character they shall have ma­ 
terial support. 


nuts, the banana blossoms and fruit, tlis 
melons—ripe in mid-winter, the lemons 
and limes; all these exhibited at the East, 
when the icy king has locked the lakes and 
laid his frosty hind upon the whole face 
of the country, will be a revelation to the 
millions three thousand miles beyond as 
toward sunrise. 
They have had such an exhibition from 
southern California, but they expect it 
from that region; its coming had lieen 
long and loudly heralded. Of Central 
California they expect nothing like i t ; 
their judgments, warped by false state­ 
ments diligently promulgated, permits 
them to associate with the word northern 
California only thoughts of snow and ice, 
and the rigors of winter as they know it. 
Let us be so bountiful in our patronage of 
the fair here, as to give the Association 
the funds needed to place the exhibits on 
view at Christmas in the East, and thus at 
once and forever disabuse the public mind 
there of false impressions, and at the same 
time do ourselves wonderfully good and 
profitable service. 


INSUFFICIENT EXPLANATION. 
The explanation is made by the Exam­ 
iner that the startling aggregate of arrests 
for crime in San Francisco, cited by I)r. 
•Spreeher in his recent sermon, is arrived 
at by including arrests for violation of city 
ordinances—as a rule, minor offenses— 
the inclusion of several hundred arrests 
of Chinese for gaming and keeping of 
opium dens, and the incarceration of 900 
persons for vagrancy. We do not see how 
this helps the matter. The comparisons 
made by the preacher were with other 
great cities where there are also arrests for 
violation of city ordinances and for 
vagrancy. The raids upon Chinese for 
keeping lottery shops and opium joints are 
legitimately to be included in the annals 
of criminal arrests. The opium dens are 
frequented most largely by whites, and 
scarcely any influences in the country are 
more demoralizing or corrupting. As for 
the lotteries, they are seeds of crime of 
the most vicious character, and represent 
a criminal vitality that demands the most 
vigorous laws and tlieir strict enforcement. 
Certainly the two grades of crime naflted 
were properly included by Dr. Spreeher in 
his estimate of the moral condition of San 
Francisco. The Examiner's excusative ex­ 
planation of the startling statistics is in­ 
sufficient. 


T h e Conference of Charities at San 
Francisco adopted a resolution favoring 
the “ indeterminate sentence ” system for 
all penal sentences in this State, and ap­ 
pointed Secretary of State-elect Hendricks( 
and two others, to be named, to act with 
him, to present the subject to the Legisla­ 
ture. 
There ought to be no difficulty in 
securing the adoption of the system by 
that body. But there will be. It is diffi­ 
cult to get legislators out of old into new 
grooves in such matters. 
And the reason 
for this is the prevalence of the idea that 
the penal servitud^nflicted is in the na­ 
ture of social vengeance—that society 
“ gets even ” on the criminal by inflicting 
upon him punishment. That it is in a 
degree retributive is tru e; but society has 
for its chief aim in the m atter its own pro­ 
tection. 
It cares, or ought to care, 
more to prevent crime, than to pun­ 
ish for its commission. The indeter­ 
minate sentence prevents all possible 
mistake or vengefulncss on the part of 
Judges. It will very nearly end the now 
intolerable nuisance— we can term it no 
more mildly—of petitioning the Governor 
to undo the work of jurors and Courts, or 
lessen the rigor of a sentence that, per­ 
haps, should never have been pronounced. 
Reformation of the prisoner, as the very 
best means of making him inoffensive to 
society, is the chief spring of the new sys­ 
tem. Under it a prisoner’s term of con­ 
finement depends upon his good behavior 
and the disposition he shows to deserve 
the confidence of those who hold him in 
confinement. 


T h e San Francisco Alta is making a 
stand for dropping the seven-dav newspa­ 
per, and is doing some good missionary 
work among its contemporaries to secure 
the adoption of the six days issue rule. If 
for no other than physical reasons it ought 
to he done. The demand is for one day of 
each week “ atit of the groóve and grind.” 
It is idle to talk about giving the 
newspaper worker a day off now and then. 
That will not answer. Rest must be con­ 
trolled by the law of periodicity. The ac­ 
tual abandonment by the mind, of the 
thought of labor, by the newspaper worker, 
is the only thing that will freshen him and 
make him fit for good work, if he feels an 
interest in the paper, and unless he 
does he should not be engaged in it. lie 
cannot cut loose from it if he knows it is 
“ going on.” As the A Ha well says, the 
seven-day paper is an evidence of the un­ 
healthy drift toward the obliteration of a 
rest day in all vocations of toil. It adds: 
“ If newspapers are to he manufactured 
every day in the year, the habit will 
spread to oilier forms of toil; indeed, it is 
spreading now, and if it becomes general 
it must lead to moral and physical degen­ 
eracy.” 
* 


T k e u e lias been introduced in Congress 
a bill providing for a Board of Government 
Engineers, to inquire into the hydraulic- 
mining question, with a view to ascertain­ 
ing whether that system of mining cannot 
lie prosecuted by some means not Irljurious 
to the rivers and property below the 
mines. W ithout a copy of the bill in de­ 
tail, it is impossible to speculate upon it 
intelligently, or to know whether it also 
has reference to restraining debris below 
the mines and damaging to the rivers. It 
may be accepted that the people of the 
valley will lie opposed to any bill for works 
that will permit hvdraulicking to go on, as 
constituting a menace to them. But the 
session is a short one, with already over­ 
loaded calendars, and it is improbable that 
any such measure can be passed before the 
present Congress expires. 


T h e Board of Freeholders in San Fran­ 
cisco is convinced that the electoral reg­ 
istry system for that city needs radical re­ 
form. Other ]>eople have long entertained 
the same view. The precinct registry is 
an expensive and dangerous attachment 
and ought to be abolished. A district sys- 
Moreover, it is highly important that tern might l>e adopted for the convenience 
of the people, but if so the districts should 
lie large and few.

Nevada and Shasta Counties' Exhibits lor 
the Fair. 
N evada C ity, December 12th.—A large 
collection of fruits, nuts and wines, repre­ 
senting the products of Nevada county, 
were shipped to-day to the Citrus Fair at 
Sacramento. Although hastily gathered, 
the exhibit will be a highly creditable one 
of the average specimens in the different 
lines, including numerous varieties of 
grapes, Japanese persimmons, raisins, 
pears, apples, quinces, prunes, nuts and 
oranges. The last named are seedlings, of 
unusual fine appearance and quality and 
were raised at Bridgeport and French Cor­ 
ral, over 2,000 feet above the sea level, 
where orange culture lias been tried for 
several past in a quiet way and with the 
greatest success. The exhibits while at 
Sacramento will be under the charge of the 
Secretary of the Nevada County Land and 
Improvement Association, which organ­ 
ization made the collection and pays the 
expenses.'

CALIFORNIA. 
Strike on the Geary-Street Railroad. San 
Francisco. 
San F rancisco, December 12th.—[Spe­ 
cial.]—As a result of the refusal of the 
Geary-street Cable Railroad to grant its em­ 
ployes the increased pay and reduced hours 
a tie-up was ordered this morning, and 100 
men went out. The company, however, 
ran several cars during the day, with new 
hands. 
The strike on the Sutter-street Railroad 
and its branches continues. This company 
is now also running a number of cars, and 
is increasing them each day as fast as new 
men are broken in. 
A MOB ATTACK THE CAES. 
San Francisco, December 12th—[Spec­ 
ial].—At 2 o'clock this afternoon about 
fifty of the car strikers m et on the side­ 
walk at the corner of Mason and O'Farrell 
streets. From there they marched to 
Geary street. On the way tlieir number 
was augmented by the addition of about 
a hundred boys. The procession inarched 
along Geary street, and when the first car 
made its appearance it was met with a 
shower of stones from the boys. The other 
cars received similar treatment. The boys 
also used laths with which they smashed 
the windows of the cars. The strikers took 
no part in the assault. The procession 
marched to Sutter street and the same pro­ 
ceedings took place there. The windows 
of eleven cars on this line were badly 
smashed. No one was hurt but a police­ 
man, who received a slight wound on the 
back of the head from a stone. The police­ 
men’s endeavors to make arrests were pre­ 
vented by the crowd. 
A Foul M urder Unearthed tn Mariposa 
County. 
M erced, December 12th.—Another one 
of those terrible murders for which Mari­ 
posa county has lieen noted for many years 
past, occurred at Buckeye, a few miles from 
the town of Mariposa, some time between 
Saturday the 4th, and Wednesday last, 
Louis Hebert, a Frenchman, and resident 
of the place for several years, being the 
victim. A French Canadian, named Sav­ 
age, and his wife are the supposed murder­ 
ers. On Wednesday last, Sheriff Mullery 
and Under Sheriff Roward proceeded to 
the house of Hebert, at that time occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Savage and their son, a 
small boy, in search of Hebert, whom the 
neighbors had missed from the place. On 
searching about the premises they discov­ 
ered blood and other evidences of murder, 
whereupon they arrested the man and 
woman, lodging’ Savage in jail, and quar­ 
tering Mrs. Savage in the County Hospital. 
Oil questioning the boy, he told the officers 
that the blood-spots found at several differ­ 
ent places were from chickens his parents 
had killed, but after being locked up Sav­ 
age is reported to have confessed to killing 
Hebert, saying that he used a club in doing 
the deed, after being twice shot at by the 
deceased. It is also said that in their search 
the officers found charred human bones, 
where they suppose the body to have been 
burned. The officers seem very reticent 
concerning the disclosures made by Sav­ 
age, as also other evidence of the crime. 
Fire in Shasta County. 
C ottonw ood, December 12th.— Charles 
Scott, foreman of the 30,000-acre Diamond 
Stock Range, has just arrived here with the 
news of the destruction of the elegant and 
costly residence on that range. It burned 
down about 4 r . m . on the 10th inst. The 
lire caught from :i defective flue in the 
kitchen, and was almost immediately dis­ 
covered by Mr. Scott, who was working in 
the rear, but with all his efforts to stay the 
flumes the house, furniture, hooks," etc., 
were soon a total loss. The residence was 
put up three years ago at a big expense by 
the owners of the range, ex-Governor I’ef- 
kins, J. E. Crooks, Cashier of the Bank of 
Benicia, and James Miller and G. Belcher, 
well-known capitalists. The loss sustained, 
or the amount of insurance, is not known. 
Mr. Scott’s family lost about $500 worth of 
personal property.

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 
Report of the State Board of H ealth for 
Novem ber. 
The report for November of Dr. Gerrard 
G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, includes the following remarks : 
Reports from eighty-nine localities in 
different parts of the State eive indications 
of a very fair condition of the public health, 
and an absence of any severe epidemic dis­ 
ease. The dryness and low temperature 
observed during the month of November 
increased materially the fatality of pulmo­ 
nary diseases and of those affecting the air 
passages. The total mortality reported 
from sixty-eight cities and towns, with an 
estimated population of 583,250, was 838, 
or a percentage of about .14 per thousand, 
which will compare favorably with that ot 
any other State in the Union. 
Reports from ninety localities continue 
to give indications that the prevalence of 
disease of an acute character is quite lim­ 
ited ; indeed, some of our correspondents 
seem to imply that in many cf the towns 
there are more doctors than patients. How­ 
ever, we find that cholera infantum is no­ 
ticeable in Davis, W heatland, St. Helena, 
Cloverdale, Bakersfield, Oakland and Val­ 
lejo.Diarrhcva and dysentervare also sporadic 
in Elk Grove, C’amptonville, Wheatland. 
Susanville, Martinez, Jolon, Sierra City, 
Dixon, Anderson, Castroville, Anaheim, 
Red Bluff, Sacramento and Stockton. The 
type is mild and with but very limited 
mortality. 
The diffusion of pneumonia is now quite 
general, and is reported in Sacramento, 
Gridley, Nicolaus, Camptonville, Colton, 
St. Helena, San Francisco, Oakland, Los 
Angeles, San Diego, Fort Bidwell, Te­ 
hama, Merced, H ill’s Ferry, Amador, Clo­ 
verdale, Martinez, Dixon, Watsonville, 
Angel's Camp, Anderson, Hanford, Bakers­ 
field, Marysville, Red Bluff and Santa liosa. 
Bronchitis has also been observed as 
prevalent in Nicolaus, Davis, Camptonville, 
Tehama, Fort Bidwell, Etna, Wifiits, Mer­ 
ced, Angels Camp, Arbuckle, San Fran­ 
cisco, Martinez and Red Bluff. 
Influenza also prevails more or less 
throughout the State, but is not of a fatal 
character. 
Whooping cough is prevalent in Sacra­ 
mento, St. Helena, Willits, Amador, Sauce- 
lito, Los Angeles and Sail Francisco. 
Diphtheria continues to spread over the 
State. Sporadic cases have appeared in 
Sacramento, San Francisco, Oakland, Stock­ 
ton, St. Helena, Santa Rosa, Martinez, Jo­ 
lon, Igo, Amador City, Auburn, Anderson, 
Pomona, Gonzales, Williams, Georgetown, 
Placerville and Cross Creek. Dr. H. C. 
Crowder, of Williams, reports several cases 
of severe type of sore throat in his neigh­ 
borhood. Dr. Davidson, of Hanford, re­ 
ports the diphtheria in Cross Creek to be of 
a very malignant character. 
Croup also prevails in Shasta, Sacra­ 
mento, Amador, Martinez, Williams, Mill­ 
ville, Benicia, Marysville, Oakland and 
San Francisco. 
Measles is reported in St. Helena, Mon­ 
terey, Chico, Riverside and Healdsburg. 
Scarlet fever has appeared in Lassen 
county ; also in Martinez. Sacramento, Red­ 
ding, Amador City, Auburn, Anderson, 
Truckee, Woodbridge, Ontario, Colusa, 
Shasta, San Francisco, Georgetown, Placer­ 
ville, Santa Rosa, and is still spreading. 
This increase of scarlet fever shows the ne­ 
cessity that exists for the establishment in 
every town of a local Board of Health, to­ 
gether with an effective sanitary organiza­ 
tion, to insist upon such measures as will 
limit the spread of this and kindred dis­ 
eases. If scarlet fever, particularly,was not 
so far-reaching in its effects, and so many 
of its victims invalided for life, there might 
perhaps be a lame excuse for indifference 
to its advent. But knowing, as we do, that 
an epidemic of scarlet fever means certain 
death to some, and lifelong sickness to a 
great many, it cannot be too strongly urged 
upon our legislators to pass such restrictive 
laws as will, under proper supervision, 
limit this malady within the narrowest 
bounds. 
The discovery of Dr. Klein, of London, 
that scarlet fever may be produced by milk 
derived from diseased cows offers a clue to 
the origin of those mysterious outbreaks 
which so often puzzle the sanitarian, and 
give rise to the supposition of the spontane­ 
ous origiii of scarlet fever. We believe that 
scarlet fever never rises spontaneously, but 
is always developed from a previous case, 
the germs of the disease being so tenaciods 
of life that they may lie dormant for years, 
and then spring into virulent activity 
whenever a soil suitable for their develop­ 
ment is presented. The most thorough 
disinfection is therefore absolutely neces­ 
sary for the destruction of these germs, and 
without it the disease will have its periodi­ 
cal recrudescence whenever an inviting op­ 
portunity offers. 
Disinfection will not be 
undertaken by individuals except under 
compulsion ; or, if undertaken, will be in­ 
efficient without the instructions and under 
the supervision of a competent officer of 
health. 
Erysipelas is mentioned as occurring in 
H ill’s Ferry, Lakeport, Millville, Truckee, 
Anderson, Red Bluff and Martinez. 
The 
type is mild and without fatality. 
Typhoid fever anil typlio-nialarial fever 
have been noted as prevailing to a greater 
or less extent in Fetaluma, Susanville, San 
Fernandez, Jolon, Igo, Sierra City, Ander­ 
son, Truckee, Yreka, Weaverv’ille, Red 
Bluff, Santa Rosa, Gridley, Livermore, 
Riverside, Etna, Colton, San Francisco, 
Sacrameulo, Los Angeles, San Diego and 
Martinez. 
Dr. Allen, writing from River­ 
side, doubts the presence of typhoid fever 
in that city. It is not epidemic anywhere. 
Sporadic cases are met with in almost 
every city. 
Sruall-pox was reported in Arizona, but 
no confirmation of such report has been re­ 
ceived in this office. We may, therefore, 
rest assured that it ha3 not crossed our bor­ 
der as yet. 
A.W»G THE ORANGE GROVES. 
Tropical Fruit in Placer Foothills—Profit 
of Young Oranges Trees. 
[Placer Herald, December 11th.J 
A representative of the Herald accom­ 
panied a party last Saturday in a drive 
among some of I’lacer’s foothill fruit 
ranches in general, and those containing 
oranges, in particular. The company con­ 
sisted of Mr. A. D. Nye, of the Oakland 
Enquirer, and wife, Miss Storey, of Napa, 
Mrs. George W illment and daughter, of 
Auburn, and the Herald scribe and his bet­ 
ter half. The fine fruit ranch of W. J. 
Wilson it Son, on the Auburn road, this 
side of Newcastle, was first inspected. On 
tliis place there are about one liandred 
orange trees, many of which are bearing, 
besides a small grove cf young ones set out 
apparently last spring. The Messrs. Wilson 
have already gathered the heavy portion of 
their crop, though some of the trees still 
present a handsome appearance with their 
load of golden fruit. The place of C. M. 
Silva * Son, of Newcastle, on which is 
quite a grove of bearing orange trees, was 
our next visit. Here was seen some mon­ 
strous large oranges of the Navel variety, 
and one tree was pointed out to the visitors 
on which were growing both oranges 
and lemons. Before leaving, Mr. Silva 
treated the company to a few chest­ 
nuts from his trees, and to some 
grapes fresh from the vines. The hand­ 
some orange groves of Dr. Frey and of 
Mrs. Rice, loaded with their ripening fruit, 
could be seen plainly from Silva’s place, 
though the company did not take the time 
to personally inspect them. 
The ranch of 
Perry & Frates was next visited. This place 
is located on Dutch ravine, about half a 
mile below Newcastle. Here is an orange 
grove of about two and a half acres of 
seven-year-old trees. A more beautiful 
sight than they presented we have never 
seen. They are loaded down with fruit, 
and finer or larger oranges are not to be 
found anywhere. They had been picking 
and packing that morning, and were just 
loading a four-horse team to take them to 
the depot. They were getting for their 
crop, Mr. Perry said, from 2} to 2i cents 
apiece, and be estimated the two acres and 
a half would yield this year from thirty to 
thirty-five thousand oranges. This would 
make the income about $300 an acre, 
which, allowing $50 an acre for cultivating, 
irrigating, picking, boxing and marketing, 
would leave $250 an acre net, or 10 percent, 
on $2,500, and the beauty about a young 
orange grove is that its bearing qualities 
improve very materially with each suc­ 
ceeding year. ^The company was invited 
to go into Perry <t Frates' grove and help 
themselves, and the reader may be sure 
they brought away with them some very 
fine samples. The place of Peter Norburg, 
near Penryn, on which is about an acre, or 
just 97 trees, of bearing oranges, has also 
been visited recently by a representative of 
the Herald. These trees are also seven 
years old, and many of them have on their 
verdant branches at least 400 oranges. As 
a whole they are very *hrifty and the crop 
this year is exceptionally tine. Hundreds 
of people, from near and far, Mr. Norbnrg 
says, hare been there to see them, and all 
are astonished and delighted. It is a sight, 
an orange grove with its peculiarly rich 
green foliage and ripening golden fruit, 
calculated to please the gods. Mr. Norbnrg 
says at the rate his trees have increased in 
bearing for the past few years the crop from 
his acre, or 97 trees, in fire years more will 
be sufficient to support his family. This 
vear he expects to sell from $350 to $400 


worth. The crop from his best trees will 
pay interest now on from $60 to $70 each 
over expenses, and at this rate, the value of 
an orange grove in full bearing can readily 
be understood. Mr. Norburg has only 
eighteen acres of land, and he says he has 
enough. It is ail he can take care of well, 
and that much well tilled, he says, wili 
produce revenue enough for any ordinary 
sized familv.

The second fair of the Central California 
Citrus Fair Association will open this 
evening and continue for tire week, day 
and evening. 
It 
will 
be 
held 
in 
the 
building 
on 
the 
north side of 
J street, just 
east 
of Second street- 
The room in which the fair is held is twice 
the size of that used for the first fair. In 
the clear it is GO by 160 feet. Under the 
supervision of Superintendent Gregory it 
has been beautifully dressed, the taste ex­ 
hibited being as creditable as the execution 
has been prompt. There are twenty-two 
tables each twenty-two feet long and two- 
decked, two tables one hundred feet long, 
shelved, and one sixty feet long with pyra­ 
mids and large numbers of shelves. Placer 
has the entire north end, Butte a large 
part of the east, and Napa of the west side. 


T H E DECORATIONS 
Consist of evergreens relieved by red bemee 
along the west cornice, aud by evergreens 
along the rafters. Rising from the ends of 
each of the twenty-two tables are huge 
palm branches, which produce a most 
pleasing and tropic aspect. Besides over 
the central, or main, aisle arches of ever­ 
green are sprung, which give the effect of 
greater length. White and dark blue are 
the prevailing colors of the drapery. The 
room will be lighted by nine electric arc 
lights. At the north end Placer county is 
puttine up a display in two pyramids and 
a cylindrical tower that strikes the eye 
with great prominence. 


TH E EX H IB ITS. 
The counties already entered are Ama­ 
dor, Butte, Colusa, Calaveras, El Dorado, 
Napa, Nevada, Placer, Sacramento, Solano, 
Sonoma, Shasta, Stanislaus, Tehama, Yolo, 
Yuba. The exhibits are mainly in place 
already, and promise to exceed the capacity 
of the hall, large as it is. 
It is not 
the purpose now to attempt any de­ 
tailed description of the exhibits—that 
work will begin in to-morrow’s issue. 
But, as indicative of what may be ex­ 
pected when the fair opens to-night, we 
make note of a few prominent features.

The De Hesa- 
ian four-crown is the finest raisin in the 
world. In the midst of Foster’s exhibit is 
one box of genuine De Hesa. 
The visitor 
is asked if he can to pick out the imported 
from the home article. 
There are 300 boxes of raisins of all vari­ 
eties. 
Some of them are packed in the 
most admirable manner, the lids even 
being fitted with screws. 
There are pumalos that measure 21 by 22 
inches in circumference. 
Watermelons full ripe are shown, picked 
in December. 
Dates of commerce and the China dates 
are shown in huge clusters upon branches 
unpicked. Olives are shown in great va­ 
riety and olive oil by a large number. 
Canned and bottled fruits by the Capital 
Cannery, Sacramento. 
Seedling and budded oranges in great 
variety from all the counties named, on 
trays, "plates, r . ramida and various devices 
and in score-’ of clusters upon the tree 
limbs. 
Yams, potatoes, squashes, winter apples, 
pears, sweet potatoes, grains, pomegranates 
and Japanese persimmons. 
China oranges are shown in clusters and 
single exhibits. 
Feiix Gillct, Nevada, great variety of 
nuts. 
Figs in variety are shown. 
Lemons are shown in greater quantity 
and variety than at the first fair, and a 
larger and better display of dried fruits is 
made than was done at the fair last Janu- 
y. 
The whote spectacle is one of the most 
tempting character.

The Conference of Charities, in San 
¡ Francisco, on Saturday, adopted the follow­ 
ing sets of resolutions, after which the 
Conference adjourned after extending a 
vote of thanks to the officers of the Con­ 
ference and the p ress: 
Kcsolrcd, That a committee of three, consist­ 
ing of W. C. Hendricks aud two others of his 
screction.be appointed, who shall endeavor to 
procure from the next Legislature suitable legis­ 
lation providing that all penal sentences in this 
State be indeterm inate In length. 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference 
that every possible encouragement and assist­ 
ance should be given to measures for the pre­ 
vention of crime aud pauperism, ami we speci­ 
ally commend the maintenance of kindergar­ 
tens and m anual training-schools and the estab­ 
lishment of domestic training-schools, where 
f 
irls may obtain thorough instruction in all 
ranches of household economy, and, if feasi­ 
ble, we hope to see such departments added to 
our public school system. 
Whereas, The statistics of charity, both pri­ 
vate and organized, and of penal institutions of 
whatever grade, show that the large proi>ortion 
ot poverty, misery and crime is the direct or in­ 
direct result of alcoholism (intemperance), 
therefore, 
Resolved, That this Conference regards the in­ 
troduction of scientific temi>crauce instruction 
into our public schools as a measure to be urged 
upon the State lor immediate adoption. 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this Confer­ 
ence that the Legislature should, at its next ses­ 
sion, provide for a Board of State Charities, with 
such power and duties as mav be deemed neces­ 
sary, after careful consideration of the experi­ 
ence of other States and the necessities of our 
own. 
Resolved, That a special committee of five he 
appointed by the President to take into consid­ 
eration the question of charity organization in 
this city, and take such action as tuev deem ex­ 
pedient looking to its immediate establishment. 
Whereas, Poverty is one of the most prolific 
causes of crime and suffering of mankind, 
therefore, 
Resolved, That it is the first duty of true 
charity to see that all are provided with employ­ 
m ent and the just reward ot their labor. 
Resulted, That the officers and committees of 
this Conference, together with such others as 
they may designate, be constituted a committee 
to take such action during the coming year as 
the objects of the Conference may require, and 
to make such arrangements as they find expedi­ 
ent for another session in November, 1887.
